Never 
use a white or pink powder as 
it makes the skin appear arti- 
ficial and obviously powdered. 
All skins have a.creamy or yel- 
lowish cast to them and the color 
of your powder should blend 
wit hthe color of your skin, 
bringing out all of its lovely na- 
tural tones. 

Good powders come in many 
tene and you 
should be able to find something 
that exactly meets your require- 
ments, but if you find this diffi- 
cult, buy several boxes of pow- 
der, some light and some dark, 
and try mixing a small quantity, 
measuring it carefully with a 
small measuring spoon and keep- 
ing.a record of the amount of 
each kind used. Use a jar or box 
that can be tightly closed and 
shake very thoroughly. When 
you find the shade you want you 
‘can mix it in larger quantities. 

Mixing your own powder is 
fun—and you will find it an eco- 
nomical measure also if you have 
a suntanned skin this summer.

The use of a foundation 
cream under an application of 
any good face powder, however, 
generally has the same effect. 

When you find the powder 
that is exactly right for you and 
apply it correctly, your skin will 
appear lovely and soft and will 
not appear in the least make-up.

ECONOMY TIPS 
FOR A COUPLE 


By JUDITH WILSON 
UST because you are cooking 
for two persons, you needn't 
feel that it is wasteful to invest 
in the larger vegetables or fruits. 
While there is a great deal of 
variety possible in smaller vege- 
tables like beets, carrots, onions, 
okra, asparagus tips. artichokes. 
endive and string beans, there is 
no reason why the larger vege- 
tables like squash, yellow tur- 
nip, egg-plant and cabbage 
should not also be included in 
your menus. 

For one meal, you can use a 
part of a cabbage in a delicious 
crisp salad and several days 
later, the rest of it can be used 
in a cooked dish. Winter squash 
can be baked for one meal, made 
into a souffle with marshmallows 
and nuts for another and if you 
wish made into a pie or custards 
for still another day. 

The same applies to fruits. If 
you feel inspired to buy a whole 
melon or a whole pineapple, 
serve them in different ways so 
they will not become tiresome 
before they are all eaten. Pine- 
apple may contribute to a fruit 
cup, may be diced. sprinkled 
with sugar and chilled for break- 
fast. may appear in a salad and 
the rest may -be grated and used 
in a delicious sherbet, fruit icing 
cr the filling for a small pie or 
tarts. 

When the first slices of a 
melon have been used, cut balls 
with one of the small fancy cut- 
ters and allow them to chill in 
fruit juice for a fruit cup or 
combine them with other fruits 
in attractive salads. Watermelon 
can also be used in interesting 
sherbets and frappes. 


Using Nuts 

Nuts in season, will contribute 
a great deal to meals for two. 
Chestnuts give richness and fla- 
vor to stuffings for small fowls, 
or you can boil them, dress with 
butter or cream and serve as a 
vegetable. Walnuts make many 
salads and desserts attractive 
ug wholesome and may be used 
in many cooked dishes.

Training That Teaches 


As an example: a child who 
feels the impulse to scribble or 
diaw may have the capaeity to 
6c far in development as a writ- 
er or allist.

Lord Burghley, British 
Sportsman ... An Art 
Dealer Who Splurges 


T IS almost a treasonable act 

to allege that there is any 
other young man in England 
whose personal poptiarity rivals 
that of the Prince of Wales. Still 
there is a young man there who 
might be the cause of just such 
a treasonable act. He is David 
George Brownlow Cecil Lerd 
Burghley. 

Since that August afternoon 
in 1928 when he won the Olym- 
Pic crown in the four hundred 
meter hurdle race at Amster- 
dam, this British Lord of Sport, 
has ranked among the first in 
the esteem and respect of his 
countrymen. In the columns of 
the London Times and at the 
swanky. Claridge restaurant, he 
is Lord Burghley, but to his 
friends and teammates and com- 
petitors of all nations he is 
Davey. 

Lord Burghley as the holder of 
the Olympic hurdles champion- 
ship, went to Los Angeles last 
summer as captain of the Eng- 
lish track team. Davey is a small 
man, weighing only 128 pounds. 
Frail of frame and of the pale 
rather than florid type of Briton, 
he was tnable to stand much 
training under the hot Califor- 
nia sun. The hurdle competition 
in which Lord Burghley was to 
defend his title was scheduled to 
begin the day following the 
opening ceremonies. These exer- 
cises required the athletes to 
march into the stadium and 
stand for two hours under a 
fierce semi-tropical sun. 

An American hurdler, Morgan 
Taylor, was chosen --standard 
bearer for the American team. 
He had not only to march into 
the stadium carrying a twelve- 
foot color staff, but he had to 
stand at attention during the 
entire ceremonies. 

The British group thought it 
would be wise to choose for this 
honor the largest and strongest 
of their athletes who were not 
to compete the next day as being 
the most likely to survive the 
performance. 

But young Lord Burghley 
learned that Taylor, the Ameri- 
car standard bearer, was to meet 
him in the very first event of 
th- following day. So, as captain 
of the British team, he appoint- 
ed himself to carry the colors. It 
meant for a man as frail as he, 
the certainty that he would fail 
to hold his crown. But “the con- 
trary course would be too price- 
lessly unfair to old Taylor.” he 


said, and so it was that he 
underwent the guelling test 
under the roasting California 
sun. 


Lord Burghley lost the race 
next day, but not without a 
magnificent effert which placed 
him in the final as @ point win- 
ner. 

The present Lord Burghley is 
descended from a_ powerful 
statesman of Queen Elizabeth’s 
day. This statesman managed 
th finances and the navy of the 
realm so well that the Spanish 
Armada, and the menace of 
Spain along with -it, was de- 
stroyed. Through his efforts, 
England for the first time be- 
came independent of the pro- 
tection of other nations. He was 
rewarded. Burghley House was 
built and. the Burghley estates 
and fortunes founded. The pres- 
ent great houses of the Cecils 
and Salisburys are branches 
which have grown frem_ the 
Burghley parent stem. 

OSEPH DUVEEN is the first 

art dealer in history to found 
a noble line. The Duveen family 
had long been éstablished in 
Holland. It was the refusal of 
Napoleon to acknowledge the 
Saxon debts after the wars 
which diverted the Duveen des- 
tiny. Duveen the Duteh war 
contractor to the King of Sax- 
ony, was bankrupted; and his 
son, instead of inheriting a for- 
tune, had to earn his living. 

He adopted the antique busi- 
ness crossed from Holland to 
Hull, England, in the ’50s and 
settled in the big seaport town 
on the northeast coast of the 
British Isles. Joseph Duveen was 
seventeen when he started to 
learn the art business. His father 
had already branched out and 
established himself in New York, 
London and Paris. AS a runner, 
young Joseph had to track down 
likely works of art, crossing and 
reerossing the narrow strip of 
sea between England and the 
Continent. 

Duveen from the outset adopt- 
ed as his maxim, “the best is 
none too good for me.” He would 
rather have the work-ef one mas- 
ter than a dozen examples of the 
master’s desciples. “All the 
school of a great master put to- 
gether,” he says, “ are rarely as 
great as one masterpiece by the 
man himself.” 

This is an expensive stand- 
point when it. comes to dealing 
in works of art, but Duyeen has 
never been known to flinch over 
a price. He was only thirty-one 
when he made his debut as a 
record breaker. He bought Hopp- 
ner’s “Lady Louisa Manners” for 
$70,250. It was the highest bid 
ever made up to that time, for 
a picture at public auction. Later 
he staggered the art work hy 
buying the great Hainauer col- 
lection in Paris for $2,500,000.
